There were few developments in 


Mayor Burkhardt's ouster proceed- 
ings Saturday. The g;ving out of a 
statement 
by the city's 
execut' 


concerning the matter in which he 
defined the civil service law was the 
only step of consequence. 


In h!s statement the mayor reiter- 


ates that he Is not attempting 
to 


oust persons who held over from the 
old administration for political rea- 
sons, but that he has the best inter- 
ests of the city at heart. 


An effort is being made to 
dis- 


lodge Frank Downing as member of 
the city civil service commission, and 
Charles Evans, superintendent 
o£ 


the waterworks department, along 
with two subordinates. 


Following 
is the mayor's state- 


ment: 


"It Is evident that the intent and 


purpose of the Civil Service Law is 
not generally understood. 
One of 


our papers informs that 
employees 


are to be fired before expiration of 
their "term of appointment." There 
is no "term of appointment'" under 
the 
Civil 
Service law. 
Employees 


may he removed from the 
service 


whenever and as often as the inter- 
ests of the city demand or require. 


"As previously quoted I have only 


the welfare of the city and efficiency 
of service in mind in supporting the 
Service 
Director in removing em- 


ployees 
for 
cause. 
Our 
Water 


Works is the most Important single 
public property of the city and its 
efficiency shall not be impaired by 
inefficient service. 


"It is not now and never was my 


intention to sweep out of office em- 
ployees of opposite political belief a* 
has been done In the past; hut when- 
ever I believe the efficient conf ct 
of "the City's business requires the 
removal of any employee it shall be 
done forthwith. 
''I shall conscientiously guard the 


Interests of the city under my sol- 
emn oath of office and my obliga- 
tions to the public. In this I shall 
not waver. 
„ 'The Civil Service law was passed 
"to insure good service not to license 
and protect Inefficient employees. I 
invite our citizens to read the law 
which is self-explanatory. 
" 'The tenure of every officer, em- 


ployee or subordinate in the classi- 
fied service of the statp. the counties, 
cities and city school districts there- 
of, holding a position under the pro- 
lisions of this act, shall bo during 
good behavior and efficient service; 
hut any such officer, employe or sub- 
ordinate may be removed for incom- 
petency, 
Inefficiency, 
dishonesty, 


drunkenness, Immoral conduct, 
in- 


.subordination, 
discourteous 
treat- 


ment of the public, neglect of duty, 
violation 
of the provisions of 
this 


act or the rules of the commission, or 
any failure of good behavior, or any 
other acts of misfeasance, malfeas- 
ance or nonfeasance in office!"

terror. 


Both the public health service and 


the Red Cross have prepared a plan 
of campaign, whereby medical atten- 
tion will be plentifully supplied 
If 


the disease becomes a general epi- 
demic. Last 3'ear, with 
thousands 


of doctors and nurses in tho army, 
the big death rate was due largely 
to lack of skilled treatment, the of- 
ficials believe.

3 per cent. The Bureau of Labor Statistics shows that be- 
tween HHJ and May, IftlS, the average increase in the whole- 
sale prices of commodities in the United States was 91 per cent, 
or 3u times as great in proportion as the increase in the aver- 
age freight rate. Obviously, the almost negligible increase in 
rates which occurred during those four years had almost no ef- 
fect upon the average cost of living. 


YVI-; M-:XT COME to the period when there were made the 


""in",, Vivii- j iargost advances in freight rates that ever occurred in this 


country. Whereas in the five months ended May 30. 1918, the 
average freight rate was only 7.46 mills; in the five months 
ended May 30, 19.1.9, it was 9.79 mills, an increase of 31.2 per 
cent. This was chiefly due. to the large advance in rates by the 
Railroad Administration in May, 1918. 
If Mr. Woolley's the- 


ory as to the effect of an advance in freight rates upon thi 
cost of living were correct, then this increase of over 31 per 
cent in the average freight rate would be found to have re- 
sulted in an enormous increase in the prices of commodities. 
What, was the actual result? The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
shows (Mat. between May, 1918, and May, 1919, the average in- 
crease, in wholesale prices was only 15 per cent.
